Mountain drops almost perpendicularly | 
over two thousand feet from under 


this ledge, so the effect is much the 
same as that of looking over the exten- 
sive panorama from the car of a bal- 
loon. The forest below is dense, the 
luxuriant green being only broken here 


and there by the gray skeleton of a 


once stately pine, — giants of the 
woods which have lived out their nat- 
ural life and now stand like so many 
sentine:s of time, gaunt and bleached 
by many season’s suns and storms, 
From the base of the Mountain a pano- 
rama of extraordinary picturesque 
beauty stretches away as far as the eye 
can reach, It is like an enormous 
patchwork quilt containing squares 
and triangles of grain fields, irregular 
patches of woodlands, and strips of 
meadowlands, and dotted here and 
there by a tiny town or hamlet. Away 
over to the eastward the Hudson winds 
like a silvery ribbon, here and there 
specked by an island. Sixty miles of 
the noble River can be seen. - Beyond 
the River the fields grow smaller and 
smaller till distance obliterates. tangi- 
ble form and veils them in hazy blue. 
The far eastern horizon is outtined by 
the dim lines of mountains as far as it is 
visible. The Green Mountains are, on 
the north, the Berkshires overruled by 
tall Mount Everett are on the east, and 
the rolling hills of Connecticut termi- 
nate the line to the southward. 

Sitting on the broad veranda of the 
hotel, with this glorious expanse of 
country greeting the vision and the 
wind rustling in the trees back of the 
house, the spirit of the place which 
most impresses one, is that of rare 
peacefulness. Indeed none of the 
other popular resorts frequented by 
New Yorkers offer such desirable op- 
portunities for solid rest and recupera- 
tion as does this portion of the Cat- 
skills. The season at Newport or Sara- 
toga is one giddy whirl of social func 
tions; Lenox is ponderously exclusive 
and prim, and more or less formality is 
creeping into the Adirondack and Lake 
George resorts. But here in the Cat- 
skills all traces of the city’s whirl are 
left behind and it requires a distinct 
effort to even think of business per- 
plexities or noisy streets when con- 
fronted by these wonders of Nature. 

Although the s¢ason is drawing to a 
close and people are beginning to get 
back to town, the mountain paths are 
by no means yet deserted and there 
are still a goodly number of guests at 
this old hostelry, which, for nearly 
seventy years, has furnished comfor- 
table accommodation to city folk. The 
men and younger women have gener- 
ally adopted the easy golf suits which 
are, by the way, ideally fitted for 
mountain climbing and tramping. It 
is convertional in the Catskills to do 
the unconventional, and frequently 
the sweater and the golf suit invade 
the dining-room or the parlor. Walk- 
ing, fishing and driving are the favorite 
forms of recreation up here. The 
woods ring with the voices of merry 
parties equipped with Alpine stocks or 
rough staffs cut from the younger 
trees. A delighitul feature of this sea- 
son has been the evening concerts on 
the broad veranda of the Hotel Kaat- 
erskill, two miles south of here. It has 
been a favorite diversion, especially on 
moonlight nights, to walk over to these 
concerts following the path which 
leads along the edge of the mountain 
and which discloses at every few steps 
glimpses of the great view which bas 
made this particular path a favorite 
with lovers of scenic grandeur, The 
path winds up aad down and in and 
out among some curious natural for- 
mations, There is Pudding-stone Hall, 
a narrow passage between the ledge 
and an enormous block of pudding- 
stone; a projecting ledge presenting a

from the Lakes are the Kaaterskill 
Falls, the grandest in the whole Cat- 
skill Range. From the top of a rocky 
precipice the water dashes out into 
the air and falls one hundred and sixty 
feet toa rocky table, then dashes on, 
and as if not content with its first leap, 
plunges eighty feet more in the second 
fall. Nature has carved out the rocks 
behind the falls into a great amphi- 
theatre, so that one may pass along 
the ferv-covered rocks entirely behind 
the rushing water. Many artists have 
reproduced these falls on canyas and 
Bryant has sung their praises in a 
poem the first verse of which says : 


„ Midst greens and shades the Kaaterakill leaps, 
From cliffs where the wood-flower clings; 
All summer he moistens his verdant steps, 
With: the sweet light spray of the mountain 


And he shakes the woods on the mountain side, 
When they drip with the rains of Autumn tide.” 

A few miles walk to the south from 
the Mountain House brings one to the 
deep ravine or gorge which the old 
Dutch settlers named Kaaterskill Clove. 
Nearly every mile of this romantic 
gorge is endowed with legendary inter- 
est. A short way up the Clove is the 
time-stained old house in which: Rip 
Van Winkle is said to have lived, and 
down against the base of the mountain 
nestles the little town into whose sleepy 


street Rip wandered after his long | 2°? 


slumber. Outside the old house hangs 
an antique picture of old Rip the age 
of which cannot be accounted for by 
the oldest inhabitant. A short way 
from the house is the historic rock up- 
on which Van Winkle slept those 
twenty years, 1 
Originally all who came up the 
mountain were obliged to either walk 
or ride up (and then walk up the steep 
grades) in the lumbering old mountain 
stages, A few years ago, however, an 
inclined railway was constructed from 
the valley below to the crest. of the 
mountain within a stone’s throw of the 
Mountain House. In its length, ele- 
vation, and carrying capacity this road 
exceeds any other inclined railway in 
the world. The caré are hoisted by 
steel cables operated by powerful en- 
gines at the summit. The cars are 
coupled to a loup, one car always de- 


scending at exactly the same fate of |” 


speed as anotherascends. The railway 
is seven thousand feet long and as- 
cends 1600 feet in this distance, the 
trip occupying ten minutes, A trip 
either up or down the line affords a 
magnificent view. The passengers sit 
with their backs to the mountain side, 
and as.the car ascends the entire pano- 
rama of the Hudson River Valley and 
the Berkshire Hills is brought into 
view.

LAWRENCE. 
MISS WETHERBEE DEAD. 


One of the City’s Mort Prominent Women 
Passed Away Saturday. 

At quarter past nine Saturday night 
Miss Emily Greene Wetherbee ceased 
to exist save in the memories of her le- 
gion of friends. Thespark of bodily life, 
which had been burning but dimly for 
many weeks, was unable to survive even 
a most successful, operation, and though 
she revived for a time the end was soon 
foreseen. She was unquestionably the 
foremost woman of Law- 
rence in int of public life and 
service, while in heart, character, 
and talents none were her superiors and 
none more beloved. If one person in 
the city today speaks in heartfelt sor- 
row of her death hund do, for Miss 
Wetherbee’s great popularity was due 
to her personal contact with those hun- 
dreds as their teacher. In the school 
room her presence was as sunny and 
lovable as her teaching was thorough 
and effective. If she was loved in life 
she is venerated iu death, for now is 
clearly seen what her loss means, If 
ever a life was given to the upbuilding 
and welfare of Lawrence that life was 
hers; if ever the example of a 
beautiful life bore rich fruit am the 
people of this city that life was ‘hers. 
She lived and died in and for the city 
and by its whole citizen body her death 


is mourned, 8 


Emily Greene Wetherbee was born in 
Milford, N. H., January 6, 1839, the 
youngest of eight children. Her pa- 
rents were Isaac and Sophia Wether- 
bee. and in her early childhood they 
moved to Bostou. From Boston they 
went to Charlestown and later Somer- 
ville, aud in 1849. or 1860 they made 
Lawrence their place of residence, 

On her motlier's side one ancestor was 
General Nathaniel Greene of revolu- 
tionary fame while on her father’s side 
some of her forefathers also ‘fought for 
American independence, Her: paternal 
grandfather was in the battle of Bunker 
Hill. She is survived by two brothers, 
George Wetherbee of this city, who is 
in the employ of the Boston & Maine 
railroad, and Isaac, who lives in the 
wert. She also leaves one niece, Mrs. 
Sarah A. Metcalf, and two nephews. 
James Bailey and Warren Hacket, all 
of this city, the children of her 
sister, Mrs, Anne Hacket. 

At the age of sixteen Miss Wetherbee 
graduated from the local hizh school and 
soon began active work in teaching. 
Her first position was in the old Oak 
street primary school, now the training 
school, and later she taught in South 
Lawrence. In 1863 she left Lawrence 
and took up educational work in Bos- 
ton, teaching in the Bowdoin school, 
She remained in Boston until 1870 
when she returned to this city and has 
since been continuously connected with 
the high school. 

She was at the head of the English 
and rhetorical department and as such 
she was brought into contact with every 
pupil of the high school for many years. 
Hundreds of her old pupils have grown 
up to manhood and womanhood and, 
all, without exception, have looked 
upon her with respect as a teacher and 
veneration as a woman of extraordinary 
sweetness of disposition. Probably 
thereare few instructors between whom 
and their pupils the bond of friendship 
has been so strong. 

In connection with her work in Eng- 
lish literature’ as a teacher it may be 
said that Miss Weth: rbee was a woman 
of rare qualifications. Her taste and 
judgment were of the best and if any 
tribute to her abilities in this line other 
than the praise of her pupils were need- 
ed it could be found in her own compo- 
sitions, 


As a writer lier reputation was by no 
means confined to local circles though 
much that was best in her literary work 
had a local flavor. Members of the 
Woman's club will recall with pleasure 
her many bright poems and general ar- 
ticles, the frequent products of a gener- 
ous heart, a fertile and wel) trained 
brain. She was president of the Wo- 
man’s club at the time of her death and 
one of its founders in 1891. 

But the citizens of Lawrence in gen- 
eral rather than the members of any 
one organization are the ones in whose 
hearts her reputation rests most secure 
in literary as well as other lines. Our 
Schoolrvom,” “The Old Elm,” “The 
Lights of Lawrence,” “The Old School 
Bell,“ and “The Bells of Lawrence,” 
are only a few of her compositions 
that have touched a responsive chord 
in many hearts. Her semi-centenial 
poem was the subject of much admir- 
ing comment. 

Her talents have aided many local 
charities, one in particular being the 
general hospital. As a humorist, also, 
she had much capability, her Maria 
Greene“ papers attracting considerable 
attention. For some time she cor- 
responded for the Boston Journal, and 
the ‘Transcript and Globe have also 
used much of her writings, as well as 
all of the local papers. 

And not alone as a writer but also as 
@ reader and orator did Miss Wetherbee 
find favor. She delighted large audi- 
ences in Lawrence and elsewhere with 
her readings while as an orator her ad - 
dress before Needham post, G. A. R. in 
1893. and the veterans of Southboro 
the following year are still fresh in the 
public memory. Her lectures on liter- 
ary and educational topics were in keep ; 
ing with her mental attainments.
